wherein both ends of the first and second coupling members are hooked to be 
coupled to the fixing protrusions, respectively. 

5. (Original) The dishwasher as claimed in claim 4, wherein guides are 
provided to circumferences of both of the ends of the first and second coupling 
members to prevent the first and second coupling members from being 
separated from the fixing protrusions, respectively.

wherein a pair of incline coupling pieces are provided to both of the sides 
of the locker, respectively and wherein a pair of protrusions brought into elastic 
contact with the coupling pieces are formed at centers of the first and second 
coupling members, respectively. 

7. (Original) The dishwasher as claimed in claim 6, wherein a front end 
of each of the coupling pieces inclines slower than a rear end thereof. 



8. (Currently Amended) The dishwashei as claimed in claim 1, A

a cabinet having an open front side;

wherein fixing protrusions are formed inside the cabinet and both ends of 
the coupling member are hooked to the coupled to the fixing protrusions, 
respectively. 

9. (Original) The dishwasher as claimed in claim 8, wherein guides are 
provided to circumferences of the both ends of the coupling member to prevent 
the coupling member from being separated from the fixing protrusions, 
respectively. 

10. (Currently Amended) The dishwasliei as claimed in claim 1, A 

dishwasher rompriging- 

a rahinet having an open front side; 

a door opening/Hosing the front side of the rahinet; 

a locker at the door; 
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a coupling member inside the rahinet to hp elflsHrfllly rnnpleH to nr 

separated from the locker in opening/closing the door; and 

a switch in rear nf the coupling member to sense openin g/rinsing of the 

Hnnr 

wherein an incline coupling piece is provided to one side of the locker 
and wherein a protrusion brought into elastic contact with the coupling piece is 
formed at a center of the coupling member. 

11. (Currently Amended) The dishwasher as claimed in claim 10, 
wherein a front end of the coupling piece to be brought into sliding contact 
with the coupling member inclines slower than a rear end of the coupling piece 
to be caught on the protrusion of the coupling member.

a switch in rear of the coupling memher to sense opening/ rinsing of the 
floor, tbe switch assembly comprising: 

a micro switch sensing the opening/closing of the Hnor to control an , 
operation of the dishwasher; and 

a button at one side of the micro switch to transfer operation information 
of the door to the micro s witch , and 

wherein the button is directly brought into contact with the locker when 
the door is closed. 

14. (Currently Amended) A door lock assembly of a dishwasher, 
comprising: 

a locker at a door opening/ closing a front side of a cabinet; 
a coupling member inside the cabinet, to be elastically coupled to or 
separated from the locker in opening/ closing the door; and 

a switch in rear of the coupling member to sense opening/ closing of the 

door; 

wherein the coupling memher comprises at least one plate spring in the 
form of a plate so as to evert an elastic force as hent

wherein the coupling member comprises first and second coupling members to 
be brought into contact with both sides of the locker, respectively.

wherein two pairs of fixing protrusions are formed inside the cabinet and 
wherein both ends of the first and second coupling members are hooked to be 
coupled to the fixing protrusions, respectively. 

18. (Currently Amended) The duui lock assembly as claimed in claim 1G, 
A door look assembly of a Hishwasher ; comprising- 

a looker at a Hoor opening/Hosing a front sirle of a rahinet;

wherein a pair of incline coupling pieces are provided to the both sides of 
the locker, respectively and wherein a pair of protrusions brought elastic 
contact with the coupling pieces are formed at centers of the first and second 
coupling members, respectively.

operation of the dishwasher; and 

a hnttnn at one side of the mirrn SHOtcb tn transfer ope ration infnrmatinn 
nf the Hnnr tn the mirrn switrh; anri 

wherein the button is directly brought into contact with the locker when 
the door is closed.
